ADMINISTRATION 

In  order  to  simplify  administrative  functions,  the 
state  is  divided  into  seven  regions  with  headquarters  in 
Kalispell  (Region  1),  Missoula  (Region  2),  Bozeman,  (Region 
3) , Great  Falls  (Region  4) , Billings  (Region  5) , Glasgow 
(Region  6),  and  Miles  City  (Region  7). 

Division  administrators  compose  the  director's  staff. 
The  staff  plans,  coordinates,  and  budgets  for  various 
activities  of  the  department  under  direct  supervision  of 
the  director.  Regional  coordinators  see  that  the  programs 
planned  by  the  director's  staff  and  approved  by  the 
director  are  carried  out. 

The  Montana  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  operates  from 
a budget  which  is  funded  from  four  major  sources.  The 
primary  source  of  income  for  the  department  is  from  the 
sale  of  hunting  and  fishing  licenses. 

The  second  major  source  of  income  is  from  taxes  on 
sports  hunting  and  fishing  equipment.  Federal  excise 
taxes  on  sport  firearms  and  ammunition  compile  the  Pitman- 
Robertson  fund,  and  similar  taxes  on  fishing  equipment 
supply  Dingell- Johnson  funds.  These  funds  are  administered 
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to  the  states  on  a matching  dollar  basis.  The  size  of 
the  allotment  depends  on  the  size  of  the  state  and  the 
total  license  sales. 

A third  and  minor  source  of  funding  is  an  appropria- 
tion from  the  general  fund.  This  special  appropriation 
helps  maintain  certain  state  parks. 

Lastly,  the  department  has  obtained  within  the  last 
few  years  financial  aid  from  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management, 
Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  and  certain  other  federal 
agencies .

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LEGAL  REFERENCES 


The  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  has  been  established 
under  Executive  Order  by  the  Governor  effective  July  1, 

1972.  Sections  82A-2001  through  82A-2004  create  the  Depart- 
ment and  its  functions. 

Statutes  concerning  the  operation  of  the  Department 
of  Fish  and  Game  are  contained  in  sections  26-101  through 
26-1705;  also  sections  32-21-113,  32-4410  and  32-2601. 
Sections  in  the  62-  series  relate  to  operation  of  state 
parks.  Other  sections  in  the  codes  which  are  involved  in 
department  operation  are  dredge  mining  and  preservation  of 
lands  --  sections  50-1101  through  50-1114.  These  sections 
were  enacted  by  the  1969  legislature. 

The  Department  is  also  charged  with  the  enforcement  of 
snowmobile  legislation,  enacted  in  1971  (sections  53-1012 
through  53-1028)  and  with  enforcement  of  motorboat  and 
vessel  regulations  under  sections  69-3501  through  69-3518. 

Other  sections  of  the  codes  with  which  the  department 
is  concerned  are  83-113  --  consent  to  migratory  bird  reserva- 
tions and  89-  series  --  water  rights;  also  sections  94-3308, 
94-3309  and  95-35-269.

The  Water  Resources  Division  of  the  Department  of  Natural 
Resources  contracted  with  the  Fisheries  Division  to  determine 
minimum  flows  necessary  for  optimum  fish  production  on  the 
majority  of  Montana's  fishing  streams.  These  will  be  used 
in  Montana's  State  Water  Plan  and  also  incorporated  into 
the  Westwide  Water  Study  being  undertaken  by  federal  and 
state  agencies  in  the  western  United  States.  Recommendations 
were  made  on  21  reaches  of  stream  in  the  Sun  River  Planning 
Unit  and  on  47  reaches  in  the  Clark  Fork  Drainage.  Dis- 
charge measurements  and  photographs  were  taken  on  an  additional 
80  streams  across  the  state  for  evaluation  of  flows.

The  final  report  was  prepared  for  a 10-year  creel  census  on 
Rock  Creek  near  Missoula.  Catchable-size  rainbow  trout 
were  planted  during  six  years  of  the  study.  Only  35  percent 
of  the  139/000  planted  fish  were  caught  by  fishermen.  Stock- 
ing increased  overall  fisherman  success;  however,  more 
skillful  fishermen  benefitted  much  more  than  the  less  skill- 
ful. This  study  will  be  of  great  value  in  establishing  fish 
planting  policies. 

Gear  and  methods  were  developed  which  allow  us  to  make  valid 
fish  population  estimates  in  the  Kootenai  River,  a river  too 
large  to  handle  with  our  previous  equipment  and  techniques. 
Estimates  were  made  of  fish  numbers  in  Kootenai  River 
immediately  downstream  from  Libby  Dam  in  August,  1971.  These 
allowed  an  assessment  of  the  damage  Montana  is  sustaining 
from  the  gas  supersaturation  problem  in  Kootenai  River. 

This  problem  was  created  when  Libby  Dam  was  closed  in  late 
March,  1972. 

The  hatchery  water  supply  at  Big  Spring  Creek  Trout  Hatchery, 
Lewistown,  was  renovated.  Provision  was  made  so  only  spring 
water  can  be  taken  into  hatchery  raceways  thus  eliminating 
annual  high  water  flooding  from  the  creek.  Creek  water  can 
still  be  used  as  needed. 

Fish  hatchery  production  schedules  were  rearranged  so  a 
substantial  initial  plant  of  westslope  cutthroat  trout  could 
be  made  in  the  newly  formed  Lake  Koocanusa.

- GOALS  AND  OBJECTIVES 

To  conserve  the  scenic,  historic,  archaeologic , scientific 
and  recreational  resources  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

To  provide  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  these  resources  by 
the  general  public  --  residents  and  nonresidents. 

To  contribute  to  the  cultural,  recreational  and  economic 
life  of  the  people  of  Montana. 

To  prepare  a statewide  Historic  Preservation  Plan  for  the 
purpose  of  qualifying  Montana  for  federal  matching  funds 
from  the  National  Act  for  the  Preservation  of  Historic 
Sites . 

To  prepare  a statewide  Outdoor  Recreation  Plan  for  the  pur- 
pose of  qualifying  Montana  for  the  federal  matching  funds 
from  the  Land  and.  Water  Conservation  Fund  Act. 

- ACHIEVEMENTS 

The  Recreation  and  Parks  Program  administers  all  state  parks, 
state  recreation  areas,  state  monuments,  state  fishing 
access  sites,  state  recreation,  waterways  and  state  recrea- 
tion roads  and  trails. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  June  30,  1972,  this  program 
provided  public  access  and  outdoor  recreation  opportunities 
on  169  individual  areas.  In  addition,  886  acres  of  recrea- 
tional land  were  brought  into  the  system;  684  by  purchase, 

93  by  gift  and  109  by  easement.  Two  houses  and  lots  were 
purchased  within  Bannack  State  Monument.

The  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  administered  by  this 
program  provides  50-50  matching  grants  to  state  and  local 
agencies  for  acquisition  and  development  of  outdoor  recrea- 
tion areas.  Under  this  program  segment,  12  state  funded 
projects  were  approved  for  $394,000.00  and  23  projects  total- 
ing $1,031,000.00  were  approved  for  local  funding  and  ad- 
ministration. 

Almost  $3,000,000.00  was  available  in  the  Land  and  Water 
Conservation  Fund  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  National  Historic  Preservation  Act  of  1966  provided 
$29,900.00  to  be  matched  by  state  and  local  funds  for  the 
preservation  of  historic  sites.  The  first  locally  supported 
project  was  approved  for  $6,500.00  for  restoration  work  in 
Fort  Benton  and  the  remaining  funds  were  used  by  the  state 
for  acquisition  and  preservation  work  in  Bannack  State 
Monument . 


- PERFORMANCE  INDICATORS 

The  operation  and  maintenance  cost  of  the  outdoor  recreation 
areas  continues  to  increase  due  to  more  areas,  general 
inflation  and  more  demands  by  the  recreating  public.  It 
also  becomes  more  expensive  each  year  to  acquire  and  develop 
new  recreation  areas. 

The  demands  made  on  staff  and  time  to  administer  the  two 
federal  programs  are  increasing  tremendously.  New  guide- 
lines for  planning,  environmental  impact  statements,  property 
appraisals  and  requirements  under  the  Uniform  Relocation 
Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act  of 
1970  are  adding  to  the  workload  beyond  the  capabilities  of 
the  present  staff. 

Benefits  received  accrue  in  terms  of  outdoor  recreation 
opportunities  for  the  residents  of  Montana  and  visitors  to 
the  state.  Demands  on  these  resources  are  increasing  faster 
than  they  are  being  met.
